J. W. Fuller, well-known Texas turfman, who 
intended shipping his big stable of thoroughbreds 
to his farm in eastern Texas for a summer’s rest, 
has changed his plans and will ship to Kentucky, 
r He was unable to secure accommodations for his 
horses and employes on the Eu?**ne Elrod special, 
bin expects some hdrse chts to arrive within a 
few days and he will then load his stable, embrac- 
ing Dorothy Dean, Roy. Colquitt. Black-Eyed Susan. 
Tokay. Ask Ma. Smuggler. Toy Boy, and others. 
It M. Small, who has been training the Fuller 
horses at Juarez, will remain with the stable. In 
addition to 1 raining, he will ride for the stable 
during the eastern eampaign. 

There has been mnen speculation concerning the 
'Tulsa meeting. The governor of Oklahoma has an- 
nounced that he will not permit hookmaking and 
that if necessary he will have a company of militia 
at the track to enforce his mandate. The Tulsa 
Joekev Club Insists that there is no law prohibiting 
book making in Oklahoma and that the meeting 
will be run as scheduled.

The vote by which the lower house of the Mary- 
land -Legislature recommitted the Hall anti-betting 
bill to the judiciary committee Wednesday night 
was 7<> to 24. Under the rules of tile house, the 
commit tee may hold the bill fifteen days before 
!- polling it back, if it ho desires. The legislature 
will lia\e adjourned before such a time limit expires. 

The report of the proceedings in the House of 
Delegates on t lie subject as furnished t.» the Balti- 
more Sun by its legislative correspondent is inter- 
e-iing and is as follows: 

"After its appearance had been delayed by 
\Miii-ns legislative proceedings since last Friday night 
when it was scheduled for action, tile Hall Anti 
K i< etrack Gambling bill came liefore the House 
i. -night and immediately stirred up a storm as 
-..•bleu and violent a- that of a hot summer after- 
noon. It ail resulted in the hill, with amendments 
, ropo-eil by the author and by Mr. Hoffman, of 
Washington county, being recommitted to the Jit- 
. lit inr\ Committee, bin not before some s|M-cclics 
« • T tabasco flavor had been delivered and expres- 
sions seldom used mi debate bad been hurled back 
and forth across the floor. 

"Mr. Hall presented three amendments t<* his bill, 
designed, a- In- stated. to put leeth in it.’ I he 
first provides more severe puuishmcut for violation of 
the aiiti-gambl ing provisions of 1 Im- mea-ure. in 
-cad of a fine <-i M<m. a- in iln- bill, the amend 
men! make- punishment for tin- first offense im 
pi'i.-oitmciii for six mouths in the House «»f Corn**- 
lion and a year for the second and succeeding offeu 
m s. The -.-eotid amendment would make jt unlaw fill 
for any owner or owners of any track to |iermit tin 
n-e of telegraph or telephone wires or parapher- 
nalia for tin- purpose of transmit ting to the outside 
Cm- results of any race run or conducted on any 
track in this stale. 

The third amendment would make it unlawful 
for any newspaper or publisher or managing ed:i< r 
to publish or permit to be published in any daily 
new -pap- -r. magazine or periodical in this state the 
still of any horse raee conducted in the stale < r 
elsewhere. Violation is to be a misdemeanor.

Baltimore city i Mr. Halil,’ said Mr. IIolTiiinn. Tn- 
lil the day I brought the bill out he never ask. d 
that anything be done. It is no use now for him to 
go into a spasm of virtue. I am not subject io lbs 
order nor to the order of his backers.’ 

“Mr. Hoffman, of Washington county, chairman of 
tlie Judiciary Committee, offered as an amendment 
an entirely new bill. This permits racing in Hie 
state during !MI days in the- year, the time to in* 
divided among the Havre do Grace, Laurel and Fifii 
lico tracks. Each track is to pay tin* state 
a day. making a total of $27lM*n» to be derived by 
the slate from the entire racing period. County fairs 
are to he exempt from the provisions of the bill. 
’The pari-mutuel system of belting is to lx* used \ 
clusively and the racing is to In* conducted under the 
control of a state racing commission, composed of 
Marion Humphrey, of Wicomico, E. II. Webster of 
Harford and David Cowan of Baltimore city. 

"When Mr. Hoffman offered his aioendineni he 
moved that the bill with the amendments be r< 
committed to the Judiciary Committee. This was 
opposed bitterly by Mr. Hall. ‘This bill,’ he uc 
elated, ‘has been in eouimit tec sinee February tl and 
I was compelled to drag it out. Gamblers and poli 
licians. good, bad and indecent, have opposed i« ; 
the high-toned gambling gentry from Baltiiiine 
county have held it back because they claimed they 
wished to be heard. The common gambling element 
of Hie state attempted to do away with the force of 
the measure by amendment. They are attempting 
io incorporate a provision that (mis the state in >; ic 
gambling business.’ Mr. Hall said be did not a ceil -• 
Ins genial friend from Washington county of being 
in league with gamblers, but the chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee tried to bind uie to a two 
weeks’ post ponement.’ 

Mr. Hoffman— Your statement is correct. 

"Mr. llall — And >et if you get this bill back in 
committee you can bold it fifteen days while there 
remain only iwelve days of the session. 

"Mr. Hoffman -Then you accuse me of wanting :o 
do something dishonorable V 

"Mr. Hall urged immediate consideration of tin- 
bill, declaring that no matter what the chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee might wish to do. lie would 
not be able to bring the measure out again without 
i la- consent >f ilie other member- of the committee. 

"A roll <•;;!• was then had on the question of ie 
ferring the hill with the amendments back to the; 
Judiciary Committee and the motion to refer was 
adopted by a \nte -.f 7<> hi favor of referring to 24 
against. Thus ended the first chapter of the race j 
track tight.

OWNERS’ FUND STAKES ASSIGNED. 



PALMETTO PARK OFFICIALS DISCOVERS AL- 
LEGED ATTEMPT TO DEFRAUD. 

Horse Carded as Country Boy Is Ordered Scratched 
from Second Race Under Sensational Cir- 
cumstances — Investigation Still On. 



In France the first important stake race of the 
fiat racing season fell to an American owner when 
II. B. Duryea’s Durbar II. won The Prix <le St. 
Cli.nd. In ‘the wav of something of a parallel, tin* 
first great stake race of the English fiat racing sea- 
son fell to an American hoist* last Wednesday 
wh«*n Du tram won the Lincolnshire Handicap for 
the English owner Paul Nelke. This result was not 
expected, the horse starting at the long price of 
2.7 to 1 and living generally put down by the Eng- 
lish turf writers as n<*t living of sufficiently good class 
to win such a race as the Lincolnshire, lightly- 
weighted as In* was. However, he won easily by 
two lengths, with Cuthbert second and Short Grass 
third. The latter is an Irish-bred horse belonging 
to Emil Herz, who was formerly well known in 
Chicago as part owner of the famous horse McCbes- 
ney. Cuthbert finislu-d first in last year’s Lincoln- 
shire but was disqualified for fouling, and the race 
was given to the second horse, Berrilldon. The 
summary:

Bets Were immediately 
declared off md the horse was ordered scratched.
